the building 'and the hostages 
came running out. 

The hostages, without food 
for nearly two days, appeared 
to be In good condition, 
although the bank manager, 
Nlcomedes VUlaluz, suffcral a 
ut on the forehead.

deep, because the horse drawn waftons bad such 
a hard time ncgotlatinK thc.muddy tcffain. 

These vehicles, referred to locally Bs "Mor- 
mon hacks" were the only form of -Iran- . 
sportfltion once travelers left the train depot In 
the ycarold community of Twin Falls. 

Ella and her husband, the late Joe Abbott,, 
came here with her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
WUlIam FancKer, to the newly opened Twin 
Falls Tract. Earlier the Fanchcrs had 
homesteaded in South Pass Valley, Wash., 
■■ where her father had cleared forest la ntt t"? 
a bam and house. 

"Daji said tic was solng to. find someplace - 
where he wouldn't have to dig stumps," Mrs. 
Abbott laughed. He apparently 'did not realize 
. that even though the new land In Twln-EAlls did 
' not have any trees, there was endless sturdy 
sagebrush to remove. 

- Mr, Fancher selUed northeost of Buhl 'near 
the old NorUivlow School. .The Oregon Trail 
crossed his property and went on through a 
eonierofthesehoolyard,sherecalled: 

By 1907 when the branch line was extended 
-fromTwhi.Falla on to Buhl..lhe railroad had 
replaced the Oregon Trail as the major means of 
transportation. Early day settlers were too busy 
turning the sagebrush Into a farming cotn- 
munlty to give a second thought to the historic 
signlllcance of the famed trail. 
' "Proveup"shacksdottcdlhesagebrush, Mrs. 
Abbott recalls, and the-nlght air often was ' 
enlivened by the howl of coyotes. The Twin Foils 
Canal Co. system was under construction as her 
father built the first permanent house In the 
Northviewarco. 

Leaving her parents to grub sogebrush, the. , 
young couple found Employment at the now long 
abandoned outpost called Abbey on the south 
side of the Snake River, about two and a half 
miles upsteam from the present Gear. Lakes 
Brldgei 

The severe winter of 190647 hod killed most of ' ' ■ 
tho cattle owned by Charles Arthur, wtfo.cm- 
ployed eight men In his farming operation at 
Abbey. He also served as postmaster of the post 
station whichpre^ated Buhl's post office. 

One of Mr. Abbott's first jobs was to dear tlie 
fields of tho skeletons of Arthur's dead cattle. 
Mrs. Abbott cooked for the farm hands and 
distributed the mall to patrons, although Arthur 
was the postmaster. Soon she got to "know 
— ovcryoncin-tho-surrounding-country," Mrs. , 
. Abbott said. 

Outgoing-mall was tokea'by boat across the . 
river by Fred Clutc, who rrtarried Mrsi Abbott's 
sister in 1907, and exchanged for incoming mail 
bnnight by a horseback rider. The horseman 
then took tho outgoing maU on . to Shoshone 



where It was put on the train. 

After rural routes were established out of ttic 
Buhl Post Office Uic Abbey station was aban- 
doned. 

Among Mr. Abbott's choice memories o( life _ 
at Abbey Is the buck sheep Arthur owned. Tlte ~ 
farm hands would torment him, she said, but the 
ram socnleamcd how to get his revenue. 

He never attacked a .woman, but would wait 
quietly behind a gate until a man approached, 
then butt him in the seat of his panh; "sending 
him end over end,'.' Mrs. Abbott lauRhcd. Arthur 
eventually had to gel rid of tlie'buck bccaiise of 



his uncivil ways. 

Another time o 50-pound sturgeon was caught 
in tile river by some of the employees who asked 
Mrs. Abbott to cook it. As she started to cut off 
ttie licad. the huge tail flipped and hit her In the 
face. The men laugticd; cried, but she Rot It 
cooked. . ■ 

One noon as. the men were eating theirhcarty 
dinner, Mrs. Abbott heard a man's voice crying 
for help. He had Jumped from a boat carrying 
lioy across the river when the craft began to sink

If a woman Is'low on 
female hormones from other souroes after the menopause, or 
after the ovaries have been surgically removed, replacement 
therapy prevents hot flashes and other changes attributed to the 
menopause and post menopausal phase. Some women produce
